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BAY STATE JUMPS 
INTOWILSON COLUM 


‘For First Time in History Massachu- 


setts Favors Democrat for 
President. 


Bostn, Mass., November 5§.——-Massa- 
chusetts, nominally republican, gave 
substantial majorities today to Gov- 
ernors Wilson and Foss, democratic 
candidates for president and governor. 
It was the first time Massachusetts 
had ever favored other than a repub- 
lican for president. Taft and Roose- 
velt ran about even. 

Slight gains were made by the dem- 
ocrats in the sixteen congressional 
districts, but the legislature appeared, 
on the face of early returns, to be 
practically unchanged. This would in- 
dicate the election of a republican 
United States senator to succecd Sen- 
ator W. Murray Crane. 

Governor Wilson’s strength in Bos- 
ton today almost equaled that of 
Colonel Roosevelt and President Taft 
combined, the latter two almost evenly 
dividing the vote received by Taft four 
years ago. The democratic nominee 
made a slight gain over the vote given 
Bryan in 1908. Complete returns from 
the city showed: 

Roosevelt, 21,548; Taft, 21,177; 
son, 42,706. 

Governor Foss. the democratic nomi- 
nee for re-election, polled almost as 
many votes in Boston today as he did 
last year, despite the third candidate. 
His total was 48,282, as against 50,495 
last year. Charles S. Bird, the pro- 
gressive candidate, polled 18,717 votes 
in Boston, and Walker, republican, 17, - 
°96. The republican vote for governor 
last year was 28,751.

As a writer President-elect Wilson 
has had wide success, because of his 
easy, finished style, and is an authori- 
ty because of his Keen analysis and 
untiring search for facts. Among his 
best known works are “A History of 
the American People,” “The States” 
and “The Life of George Washington.” 

He is a member o€ leading intellect- 
ual organizations throughout the 
country, among them veing American 
Academy of Arts and Letters, Ameri- 
can Academy of, Political and Social 
Science, American Historical associa- 
tion and a corresponding member of 
the Massachusetts Historical society.

They stayed until suppers be- 
came cold, then rushed home and 
back again as fast as autos and street 
cars could carry them.

The tall 
rookeries that overlook this ampithe- 
ater, usually gloomy and deserted- 
looking at night, were ablaze with 
lights. Business offices were trans- 
formed.into glittering boxes for the 
show.

But the tariff, per se, cannot wholly explain the re- 
vulsion against the republicans in its full dimensions. 
The party’s attitude on the tariff should have assured 
victory, but it would not have been so decisive ‘had there 
not been something else. : 

For many years, republicans as well as democrats 
have been demanding revision; the country-at-large has 
for years been skeptical of republican pledges in that 
direction. In that easy-going American style,. however, 
the country went on voting the republican ticket, knowing 
it was being robbed, minded at some time to stop the 
process, but negligently putting up with the insinuating 
dollar-loss while it went about its other concerns. 

Some incentive more focalizing, more dramatic, more 
impelling, must be found to account for the upheaval that 
has spewed forth the party so closely identified with 
federal government for a half a century. 

That reason is revealed in the crystallized national 
conviction that the downfall of Taft—broad and admir- 
able as he is—and the downfall of the republican party 

was indispensable to the casting forth of malignant in- 
fluences that, unchecked, were heading this republic to 
an oligarchy worse than that ruling Russia at the high- 
tide of tyranny! 

From the beginning, almost, of Mr. Taft’s adminis- 
tration Hitchcockism and Wickershamism put forth their 
sinuous tentacles to strangle business integrity and, 
eventually, constitutional guarantees. Under their 
inalign reign we had a new conception of popular gov- 
ernment; a government administered from Washing- 
ton by bureau chiefs with despotic power; a government 
making use of petty and crawling satraps to curb indi- 
vidual freedom, and to threaten established personal and 
business rectitude with a ruthlessness never before ap- 
proached in this country. 

The same power that, indirectly, slew Edwin F. Blod- 
gett, former postmaster at Atlanta, by its subtle, de- 
signing and deliberate cruelty, has also brought the re- 
publican party to the scaffold; for its evil has not been 
exerted solely in Atlanta, nor the south. It long ago be- 
came nation-wide. Members of every party saw that in 
the arrogance and extra-legal methods of this bureau- 
cracy lay the germ of an overthrow of American “institu- 
tions.

lieved from ‘cursory observations that 
the sanitarium was properly conduct- 
ed and he believed Dr. Merritt to be 
competent. 

Miss Lowe, secretary of the Anti- 
Tuberculosis association, testified that 
there was no co-operation between the 
association and the sanitarium because 
of .the antagonism of Doctors Merritt 
and Smith. She said that complaints 
were made to the association as to 
the treatment of patients. 

The committee adjourned until] next 
Tuesday at 2 o’clock.

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Atlanta Will Suffer With Sudden 
Cold Snap---Car Short- 
age Blamed. 


If Atlanta should have a sudden spell 
of cold weather there would not be 
enough coal to go around and a good 
part of the people of Atlanta would 
have to shiver in cola houses. Some 
of the coal dealers of tne city actually 
declare that the supply of coal avatl- 
able is one-third short of normal, and 
that it is due largely to the car short- 
tage on the railroads. 

Investigation proves that the car 
shortage, which seems to be greater 


now than in several years, is causing 
the menace of a coal famine, with the 
industrial paralysis that would in- 
ev@ably follow. 

The shortage for the southeastern 
atates was about 15,000 cars, according 
to reports dated October 24 and com- 
piled by The Traffic World, the official 
organ of the interstate commerce 
commission and the state railroad 
commission. On the same date the 
shortage in the entire United States 
was 49,981 cars. The cause of this 
great shortage is said Dy many rail- 
road men and shippers to be due large- 
ly to the abnormal grain movement 
in the west. A contributary cause is 
the slow movement of freight cars 
along the railroads and in the hands 
of the whippers. The system is also 
blamed by which railroads keep cars 
of other roads after delivering a ship- 
ment and pay for them at the low rate 
of 30 cents a day for us long as they 
want to keep them, thus causing short- 
age on the roads from which they 
came. Anyhow, the shortage is here— 
the greatest in many years—and the 
interstate commerce commission says 
it's one of the biggest probiems facing 
the American peopie. 

.Strikes Aiso Curtail Supply. 

Atlanta's shortage in coal is not 
caused entirely by the car shortage, 
however. Two other importan: things 
contribute—a greatly Increased de- 
mand this year and the strixes in the 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia mines 
during the past six months. Weiay in 
hanaling the freight is charged to 
some of the railroads, aiso, aisv, as a 
contributing cause. A large parc of 
Atlanta s coal supply comes from Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky, where the car 
Su} ply ranges trom 20 per cent to 56v 
per cent below normal. 

J. Bulow Campoeli, president of the 
R. O. Campbeil Coal company, gives 
the following summary ol the presen:

STOLEN NAVAL GOODS 
SEIZED AT CHICAGO 


Chicago, November 5.—A carload of 
naval supplies said by the police to 
have been stolen from the Mare Island 
navy yard at San~Francisco, valued 
at about $15,000, was seized by federal 
authorities in the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy railroad yards near Haw- 
thorne, Ill., today. The supplies were 
seized on a writ issued by ,Federal 
Judge Kennesaw M. Landis. The car 
was billed to a smelting and refining 


plant here.

Some Results of A. P. A. Meet- 
ing. 

The thirty-seventh annual conven- 
tion of the American Poultry associi- 
tion, held in the city of Nashville, the 
gpecond week of August, was the most 
important in the history of the asso- 
‘elation. The greatest amount of pro- 
gressive legislation since its organi- 
gation was enacted at this meeting. 

For instance, the convention auth- 
orized the publication of separate 
breed standards, which is one of the 
progressive steps taken. This means 
that while the general standard will 
remain in force and will be the au- 
thority for all breeds, yet the separaty 
breed standard will result in the per- 
fection of a standard for each separate 
breed covering every detail of each va- 
riety. It will be of the greatest benefit 
to those who specialize with a single 
breed and is adopted for the purpose of 
aiding in the highest development of 
each. 

Market Poultry. 

-““Of no less importance is the adop- 
tion of a standard for market poultry 
and eggs. This will result in a revec- 
lution of the commercial side of the 
poultry business. The adoption of a 
standard whereby all poultry and egszs 
for market purposes shall be meas- 
ured means that the quantity of these 
products which are offered for food 
will be vastly increased and the cor- 
responding conservation and selection 
of poultry stock which will be made 
by the farmer will insure to him more 
money for his efforts. 


A .Text-Book. 


Another prominent feature of the 
work of the convention was the adop- 
tion of a text-book for elementary 
educational work. It is the purpose 
of the association to secure the adop- 
tion of this text-book by the public 
school system of the various states in 
order to have this important subject 
brought to the attention of the chil- 
dren, so that they may be taught early 
how to raise poultry. This is of the 
highes: importance from an economic 
standpoint, when you remember that 
the beef supply is growing smaller 
every year and that poultry is fast be- 
coming the meat food of the nation. 
Already OkKlahoma and Arkansas are 
teaching poultry raising in their 
schools and a ‘dissemmination of

“The convention adopted a resolu- 
tion looking to the organization of a 
world’s poultry congress to meet in 
the United States within the next year 
or two. This step means the forma- 
tion and bringing together of all of 


the nations of the globe in one univer- 
sal poultry congress, so that friendly 
relations may be established and a 
concerted forward movement of the 
industry may be started all over the 
world. In France already the unl- 
versal food is poultry; they have lit- 
tle beef and other meat foods and 
they eat chicken twice a day. Scarcity 
of all other food products has forced 
that great mass of people to poultry 
as food and they have acquired over 
fifty different ways of preparing both 
chicken and eggs, so that while it is 
al] poultry, yet it is served in a dif- 
ferent style at each meal and made 
delectable and appetizing all the while. 
The results which will flow from this 
world’s poultry congress cannot be 
overestimated nor its benefits to the 
poultry industry measured—A,. P. 
Quarterly October 15. 

Comment—The above quotations will 
be helpful to all who breed poultry. 
Poultry is today cheaper than beef, 
and yet poultry has more than doubled 
in price in the last two or three years.

DIED LAST NIGHT 


Her Relatives Were Gathered

Egleston, widow of 
the late Coloné! Thomas Egleston, and 
mother of Thomas Egleston, one of 
Atlanta’s foremost citizena died at 
midnight last night at her residence, 
759 Peachtree street. She was in her 
eighty-sixth year and had been ill for 
many months, At her bedside when 
she died were her only relatives in 
Atlanta, Thomas Egleston, Beverly 
Dubose, her nephew; rMs. W. W. 
Memminger, her cousin, and Mr. 
Memminger, and the family physician, 
Dr. J. C. Olmstead. 

Many friends, hearing of her hope- 
less illness, had gathered at the home, 
and when she passed the tributes paid 
to her were tenderly sympathetic and 
loving, for few women in the com- 
munity represented the splendid wo1n- 
anly qualities that did this noble gen- 
tlewoman, who came to Atlanta in her 
early youth and as the young wife 
and mother joined in the struggle with 
the good women of the after-war peri- 
od, who have been the silent but most 
econstructtve force in the life of the 
new south. 

Mrs. Egleston was Miss Henrietta 
Holmes, of Charleston, 8 C. Her 
mother was a Drayton, and she claim- 
ed among the members of her family 
on both sides men and women who 
gave to this section the elements of 
citizenship, which have made the most 
illuminating pages of southern history 
and romance. 

Hers was the peculiar beauty that, 
though it shone in youth, grew in its 
maturity, and her face, with its char- 
acter notes, held those who knew her 
always in affectionate admiration, and 
a portrait painted of her in her sev- 
enty-fifth year is one which in its 
beauty gives joy to painter and poet 
as well. 

Vigor of intellect, and exquisite fem- 
inine gentleness, are rarely combined, 
and yet in Mrs. Egleston one did not 
dominate the other, but they blended 
to make of Ler a woman of the strong- 
est and most influential personality. 
While she was essentially the woman 
inseparable from the home, her mother 
spirit extended far out of her indi- 
vidual home, and her influence has 
been felt ‘n many homes. Her council 
was ever wis@ Sheloved her friends 
with tenacious loyalty; she praised 
their worth and was tolerant of their 
weaknesses. She wae patriotic tn the 
more real sense of feeling responsi- 
bility in the history of the moment, 
and no woman of the community was 
more abreast of the times in knowl- 
edge of public questions. 

She was an excellent literary critio, 
a lover of the artistic, and even within 
the last year presided at her own table 
with the grace and ease which have 
mads her a charming hostess, and she 
led the conversation with a liveliness 
and piquancy which made the occasion 
of an invitation there a privilege, and 
now a cherished memory.

CITY LOSES WATER supp 


Aqueduct Which Furnishes the Turk- 
ish Capital Its Water Is Cut 
by the Besiegers. 


London, November 5,—It was offi- 
dally announced in Constantinople to- 
@ay that fighting had begun between 
the Bulgarians and Turks at the 
Tchatalja forts, accerding to a special 
Gispatch from that city. The result of 
the fighting is not stated. 

Except for # few straggling detach- 
ments of men in fighting formation 
and fleeing Turkish troops, the coun- 
try beyond the Tchatalja forts, form- 
ing the last Turkish defense before 
Constantinople, is now clear of Otto- 
man soldiers. 

The investing Bulgarian force on the 
piains below the Tchatalja hills pre- 
sents a front extending about 50 miles 
@cross the peninsula. 

Constantinople Waterless. 

The water supply of Constantinople 
Was cut off today by a large Bulgarian 
force, which occupied Derkes, at the 
end of the line of Tehatalja, from 
which point the aqueduct supplying 
the Turkish capital starts, according 
to a news agency dispatch from Sofia. 

The Bulgarian troops have occupied 
the region between Tenorlu and Tcha- 
talja, completely surrounding the 
Turkish force in that district. 

Another Bulgarian column is march- 
Ing on Kavala, on the Aegean sea. 

An allied force, consisting of Bul- 
garians from Kuruk and Greeks from 
Tenidje-Vardar, is proceeding by 
forced marches to Saloniki. 

Turkey to Make Another Appeal. 

Although all the powers have not 
yet replied to Turkey’s appeal for 
mediation, it is known that it has no- 
where received a very warm reception. 

A more definite request from Turkey 
to the powers to put an end to the war, 
which she is expected to make in view 
of the French reply to her first appli- 
cation, is likely to recelve more con- 
sideration. ‘ 

Even then, however, the powers will 
be unable to overlook the oft-repeated 
demand of the allicd Balkan nations 
that Turkey must deal directly with 
them. All that the powers will be 
able to do, therefore, 1s to act as in- 
termediary in bringing the belligerents 
together. 

As to the future of the Balkans a 
very sharp line divides Germany, Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Italy from France, 
Russia and Great Britain, Pubhia 
Opinion in Great Britain, France and 
Russia argues thAt the allies should 
have the territory which they have 
conquered, and Russia particularly has 
warned Turkey that conditions could 
only become worse should further dis- 
at Tchatalfa. 

Austria Warns Balkan States. 

Austria-Hungary, which, after all, 
is the most directly interested of the 
great powers, being the nearest nelgh- 
bor to the Balkan states, will, it is be- 
lieved, not sit quietly by and see the 
Ralkan league establish itself across 
her path to the Aegean sea, in which 


direction her trade is expanding, while 


at the same time the Servians spread 
to the Adriatic sea. The Austrian 
government points out that the Al- 
banians are as much a nation as any 
of the allies and that Albania should 


“The first sign of dissension among 
the Balkan allies themselves comes in 
@ dispatch from Belgrade, in which it 
is sald the Servians are beginning to 
declare that the “autonomous Albania” 
which was agreed upon before the war 
started has now faded away. In the 
digpatch the Mussulman Albanians 
who fought against the Servian troops 
are blamed for the change in the Ser- 
vian attitude. 

Instead of the 20-mile stretch of the 
Adriatic coast, hitherto claimed by the 
Servians, the same dispatch says that 
Servia now wants 60 miles and that in 
return Montenegro is to get more than
